"When the surrender at Appomattox waa
concluded we learned that the Sixth Vir-

ginia cavalry was encamped near our com-
mand and some of us obtained permission
from General Sheridan to go aver to their
camp to invite the Sixth Virginia boys
over to our camp and tske supper with us.

j Gonersl Sheridan promised to come down
j 10 the camp and join us in the feast.

"It wasn't much of a feaat, but there
was plenty of fried bacon, soft bread, good
coffee, boiled potatoes and canned toma-
toea.

"We could gather up only about fifty or
xlxly of the Virginia boys. They were a
little diffident about coming at first, but
we convinced them that our welcome was
sincere. The Sixth L'nlted States cavalry
hoys acted as waiters to their visitors. Tha
Virginian were surprised to aee that we
had real wheat bread. Soma of those men
had not tasted a piece of genuine wheat
biead for several months and fuw of them
had eaten a piece of genuine bacon for a
similar period. As for fanned tomatoea,
they had tasted none during the entire
war.
